Nuernberg, Oct. 1. 
Twelve of the 22 Nazi defendants were sentenced 
to death, three to life imprisonment, three 
were acquitted and the remainder given terms 
of imprisonment varying from 10 to 20 
years when the International Military ‘Lribun- 
al today concluded its two-day judgment on 
the 10-month long trial of Hitler's licatenants. 
The Sovict Judge has put on record his dissent 
against the acquittal of Dr. Schacht, Franz von 
Papen and Herr Fritsche—they should have 
been convicted, he says—and against the sen- 
tence of life imprisonment on Hess—Hess, he 
says, should have been sentenced to death.

At Walchow Mr. Trevor was 
joined by other Europ¢ans who 
had esenped = before him, <and 
then began the trek seross coune 
try, which took them past such 
places as Ho Yuen, Kukong, 
Kwellin and Kweiyang. Eventual- 
ly they reached Chungking where 
Mr, Trevor worked in the British 
Embassy for cleven days, He was 
then sent on to Burma to take up 
an assignment to run the rail- 
ways, 

The first stage of the journey to 
Burma was by plane which toolt 
the spenker to Lashlo, From 
there he went on to Mandalay 
which, on the date of his arrival, 
wor on burnt-out city. 

Things in Burma were far from 
being In good shape, with the 
enemy on the advance and trans- 
portation facilitics taxed to the 
full, Mr. ‘Trevor's job was an 
unenviable, one and hard work 


was often accompanied by much 


peril, but he had 
humorous anecdotes 
those dark days. 


Exit For India 


When {t was realised that the 
Allicd position in the country was 
no longer tenable, the exit began 
for India, and Mr, Trevor sald 
this journey was the most de- 
pressing he had ever experienced, 

“Despite all the discomforts,” 
concluded the speaker, “the trip 
was most Interesting, and I gain- 
ed much experience by it.”

It is. siot necessary to travel 
far these days to know that 
there are many people In the 
world who think, gay and write 
that .the British Empire had 
outlived its ugefulnesn and that 
its continuance in {tx present 
form might develop into o 
menace to world peace apd to 
economic reconatructivn, Even 
in America, where we find our 
warmest friends and frunkest 
eritics, there'is u ‘vcling that 
John Bull ia showing an un 
justified obstinacy in standing 
nagainat “progress” and not 
putting the’ Empire into liqui- 
dation. 

Napoleon was much annoyed 
by a British Empire whose 
ports victualled and repuired 
the British Fleet. “Wherever 
my armies renched’ water,” he

If 1 were asked to name the 
quality that I have grown most 
to distruet in men T would an- 
swer: “Over-simplificetion.”
